Storm; Snow In Florida

A bitter cold wave, intensified by | 
raging gales and heavy snows, spread | 
across the country to the Atlantic sea- 
board and the Gulf of Mexico today 
as winter made its most severe on- 
slaught of the year. 
Three quarters of the nation east of 


i 
the Rockies was covered by snow or 
ice. In northern Michigan, buried bc- 
neath drifts 20 to 30 feet high, the 
worst blizzard in 40 years was abat- 
ing but in its wake left families mar- 
ooned in snowbound homes, isolated 
villages and paralyzed traffic. 

The storm dipped into the deep 
south, brought snow im central Florida 
and freezing temperatures in Louisi- 
ana, Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia, and 
Florida. 

In Illinois and Wisconsin, floods con- | 
tinued to harass lowland residents, de- 
spite near-zero temperatures. 

The floods and blizzard caused at 
least 10 deaths, four in Illinois, three 
in Indiana, two in Michigan and one 
in South Dakota. 

U. S. Weather Forecaster J. R. Lloyd 
forecast continued snow in Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio and New York. He pre- 
dicted no relief for the rest of the 
country but said clear weather was 
probable in the middlewest for several 
days—with the exception of Michigan. | 

Only the far west and New Eng- 
land escaped freezing temperatures.

El Dorado County, the «apie shows, 
has a population of 8.325 (1930 census), 
There are 424 totally unemployed and 
vanting work of whom 358 are men 
and 66 women. 

Working on WPA or other emergen- 
cy work are g total of 84 of whom 79 
are men and 5 are women. 

Partly employed and wanting more 
work are 254 of whom 243 are men and 
11 are women. 


It is interesting to check the above 
figures against a report issued Wed- 
nesday of this week by Alfton Sutton, 
manager of the El Dorado County of- 
fice of the California Employment 
Service, on the second floor of the 
postoffice building. 


Mr. Sutton Wednesday afternoon re- 
ported there are listed with his office a 
total of 782 persons unemployed and 
wanting jobs. This figure includes 745 
men and 57 women. 


Mr. Sutton estimated that the num- 
ber of those employed part of the time 
and seeking more work who are enrol- 
led in his office will not exceed 35. 

By adding the federal unemploy- 
ment figures for the county, the 424 
who are listed as unemployed and the 
254 who are listed as part-time em- 
ployed and the 254 who are listed as 
part-time employed, a total of 678 is 
obtained. 


While this might be compared with 
the 782 total announced by the Califor- 
nia Employment Service, it is point- 
ed out by the service that a number 
of the industrial concerns of the coun- 
ty kept their men at work until mid- 
December, and that they therefore 


, would not have been included in the 


national unemployment census figures.

The pen- 
‘alts for violation, he: said, would be 
the suspension of the right to send 
messages. . 


The firms also will be required to 
provide, with each coded message, a 
certification from the consul of its na- 
| tion that the message is bonafide. 


The order was expected to cause the 
| firms considerable difficulty. Most of 
jthem have only one copy of their 
| code books, and because of the length 
of some of them, it was almost impos- 
‘sible to make a copy overnight.
